Mine Rats, 

Every mine that has an entrance ou 
the level is infested by rats, and there 
is no surer indication of a coming dis 
aster than a general exodus of the 
rodents, As surely as the rats are seen 
leaving the mine, just so surely will a 
cave-in occur in the next day or two. 
Some miners are superstitious about 
the matter and fancy the rats are en- 
dowed with foresight, and so they are, 
but not of the kind that is commonly 
imagined. 

A cave-in never takes place Without 
warning. For days before a fall of 
any portion of the roof of the mine the 
earth and rocks are slowly settling in 
to position for the grand crash. ‘The 
rats feel the motion of the mass, prob 
ably hear the cracks that are caused 
by the settling of the layers, and im- 
agine, if a rat can be supposed to have 
any imagination, that the earth is be 
coming alive, so they become panic 
stricken and rush out in swarms. It 
has often happened, both in this coun 
try and Europe, that the miners refus- 
ed to go into a mine that the rats had 
deserted, and the caution was invari- 
ably justified by the event. 

Density of Water. 

A strange fact in connection with 
water is that its point of greatest den- 
sity is not the freezing point, as with 
all other liquids, but between the two 
extremes of its existence as a liquid, 
at 39.2 degrees F. From this point wa- 
ter necessarily expands with either de- 
crease or increase of temperature. 

At the boiling point the conversion 
of the liquid into gas steam is naturally 
accompanied by an enormaus expan 
sion, its volume increasing 1,700 times. 
But the behavior of water at the freez 
$ng point is as remarkable, owing to 
the peculiar crystalline formation of 
ice. The process of expansion is unl- 
form from 39.2 degrees downward to 
82 degrees. When that point is reached 
the temperature remains stationary 
during the loss of latent heat, but the 
expansion eontinues until, when ice 
becomes visible, it is seen to be bulk- 
ler than the water from which it was 
formed

do what we believe we ought to do 
when we think we shall be criticised 
or misunderstood or scorned.

The two bodies of Massachusetts 
lawmakers for 1905 assembled in their 
respective chambers in the State House | 
on Wednesday, Jan. 4. and organized | 
according to the Constitution in such 
case made and provided. 

On the following Friday, Jan 
the Senate and House Committees 
were appointed by the President and 
Speaker respectively, in which the 
members in this section of Middlesex 
county were well provided for.

of Reading was made Chairman of 
the Committee on Banks and Banking, 
one of the most honorable and re- 
sponsible positions in the gift of the 
Speaker. He also received appoint- 
ment on Constitutional Amendments 

Representative H. S. Riley of Wo- 
burn was appointed a meinber of the 
House Committee on Metropolitan 
Affairs, oue of the leading Committees 
in the House.

HARD TO IMITATE. 


Sounds Reyond the Ability of Onr 
Vocal Organs. 

“That man can imitate perfectly the 
Jingle of money,” said in a tone of eu 
logy a young woman 

“Well, what of that?’ 
companion “That 
hard to do.” 

“Try to do ft.” 

The objector, after summoning Into 
hie mind the sound of jingling money, 
tried. “R-r-r-tat-tat,” he went. “Br-br 
bra-ra-ra, ebk-chkk-chk.” Then he 
siniled apologetically, for he had falled, 
Not by the furthest stretch of the im- 
agination could it be said that he had 
uttered a sound that resembled mor- 
ey’s jingle in the least degree. 

“LT knew yon couldn't do it,” said the 
young woron, “It is amazing how 
many simple sounds there are that we 
can't imitate, try as we will. There ts, 
for instance, the sound of a person 
walking, the sound of a typewriting 
machine in operation, the sound of run- 
ning water, the sound of a breaking 
dish You —nu’t imitate those com- 
monplace noises, and I doubt if any 
one In the world can. Our vocal ca- 
pacity seems to us large, but it Is real- 
ly limited enough—as Iimited as that 
of many animals and much more lim- 
ited than that of certain birds. That 
is why I honor a man who has extend- 
ed his vocal capacity sufficiently to im- 
Itate the pleasant, silvery sound of 
money's Jingle.”—Baltimore Herald.

Che gypsy and browntail moth 
turned ap at the State House again this 
year and is as fierce for an appropria- 
Ot course, a Commissivn | 
is asked for to go with the money to 
be appropriated. There are members | 
who do not take kindly to this sort of 
thing and will fight it.

The bill is exceedingly broad in the 
powers it gives the Comrhissioners. 
When after the session the members of 
the Legislature from the affected dis 
tricts held a meeting, Walker of Wal 
tham remarked he did not know but 
what it was broad enough to hang a 
man under. 

The conference of the members to 
discuss the measure was not very satis:

a sub-committee to further study the 
measure and report back.

INDEXING BOOKS. 


The Custom In an Old One That De- 
veloped Rather Slowly. 

The custom of indexing books devel 
oped gradually. Cicero used the word 
“index,’”’ but in the sense of a table of 
contents Seneca provided some works 
which he sent to a friend with notes of 
particular passages, that he 
only aimed at the useful might 
spared the trouble of examining them 
entire.” This was at partial 
“Index” in the modern Anno 
tated, or at least explanatory, tables of 
contents seem to have preceded the In 
dex proper 

Such tables followed the order of ap 
pearance of the subjects in the 
itself. Alphabetical arrangement, 
which was the beginning of the real in 
dex, appears not to have been thought 
of until the invention of printing, and 
even then {ft spread but slowly. Eras 
mus was one of the first to provide his 
works with alphabetical indexes. The 
custom did not become universal un 
til well Into the sixteenth century 

The first index to an English book is 
to that printed in Polydore 
Vergil’s “Angliae Historiae,” in 1546 
An edition of this work published ten

That in the process of enlightening the 
barbarians of the east we have com 
mitted some barbarisms ourselves is 
not merely possible, but true, but the 
rudeness of a few soldiers and the 
baseness of a few adventurers are no 
test of governmental processes or pur- 
Poses. Civilization proceeds in our own 
country despite tne outbreaks of a few 
erimina's and th. dishonesty of a few 
politictans, and it will proceed and is 
proceeding in the Philippines. Condi 
tions there—moral, industrial, sanitary 
and political—are improving, and it is 
much doubted if the masses would ac 
eept the sort of freedom they would 
be likely to “enjoy” under native gov- 
ernment. Nobody clamors for the free- 
dom of the Apaches.

Some readers will remember the spir

To many people, probably n 
majority, the verdict was a surprise, 
for it was thought by them that the 
very worst that could happen to 
Tucker would be a disagreement by 
the jury, deeming an acquittal the 
most likely result. The case presented 
to the Court bythe Government seemed 
to have been a weak one, although 
ably handled by Attorney General Par- 
ker ; the evidence was entirely circum- 
stantial; considerable of the State's 
testimony was contradicted by that for 
the defence; and, summing up the 
whole matter, a verdict of guilty was 
thought to be outside of the range of 
probabilities. The case is to go tothe 
Supreme Court on exceptions, which 
may possibly result in a retrial and 
different verdict.

SEWING COTTON. 


The Hamble Origin of the 


Thread Industry, 


The origin of sewing cotton was told 
at a cotton manufacturers’ ineeting by 
the head of the great thread house of 
Paisiey, Scotland. It discovered 
in 1803 by his grandfather, who had a 
little business in Paisley, making silk 
twine for heddles, which were used by 
every weaver. ‘The silk came from 
Hamburg, and in 1803 Napoleon caused 
the stock held there to be burned in or 
der to hamper British trade. The weay 
were in despair, but James Clark 
the idea that cotton 
could be twisted together to form 
twines 

The experiment succeeded, and from 
this grew the idea that cotton could be 
substituted for flax in the manufacture 
of sewing thread and would not be so 
coarse and harsh. Ile began the manu 
facture of the thread in a very sinall 
way. It was at first put up in skelns 
and had to be wound into little balls by 
the purchaser, and then Mr. Clark in 
vented the modern spools, Ile had them 
made by a wood turner, half a gross at | 
a time. They cost him sixpence a doz 
en, and he charged the purchaser of the | 
thread a halfpenny for the spool, 
which, however, refunded when 
the spool was returned. The ladies of 
Paisley used to come to his shop with | 
their spools and wait while he wound 
the thread them. From this small 
beginning grew a great industry

Timing Bananas. 

It is generally known that bananas 
are shipped while yet green and un 
ripe, but few persons are aware of the 
careful and elaborate time calculations 
required in setting out the plants and 
cutting off the fruit in order to insure 
the arrival of the bananas in proper 
tondition at their destination. When a 
Plantation is begun the young plants 
fire set out at certain Intervals, so that 
they will produce at regular prefixed 
times during the year, A certain uum 
ber of days before the arrival of a 
steamer the green fruit is cut, and a 
tlose calculation of the time that will 
ye consumed in the voyage must al 
Ways be made, else the bunanas will be 
spoiled. Fruit steamers carry steam 
heating apparatus to insure a uniform 
temperature throughout the voyage 
The ripening ts calculated to occur only 
after the fruit has reached the retail 
dealer.

Tolerance of out 
side air is very quickly established, and 
no one who has tried the open air life 
will willingly go back to the former 
conditions of stutliness. I have never 
seen any one made worse by exposure 
to fresh air, Even during a thick Lon 
don fog patients get on better lying In 
bed on a balcony or In rooms with win- 
dows wide open and a good fire burn- 
ing than when attempts are made to 
shut out the fog by keeping the win

THE CITY OF CROCODILES. | 


An Anetent Site Said to Have Reen 
Pattt by Pharaoh. 

The crocodile, one of the ast sacred 
nnimals of the east, has given ite name 
to several ancient sites, Of the various 
“cities of crocodiles,” the names of 
which have been handed down to us by 
Herodotus, Pliny and Strabo, perhaps 
the most striking was the “Crocodilopo 
lis” of the ancient Egyptian provinee of 
Fayum, which, according to tradition, 
was built by that pharaoh who “made 
the lives of the children of Israel bit 
ter with hard service.” 

This province lies within an almost 
complete circle of hills—a little oasis 
in the midst of the desert, where roses 
and grapes mingle with figs and olives 
and luxuriant palm trees grow almost 
into forests. 

Its capital is Medinet, and a little to 
the north of the city are a number of 
irregularly shaped mounds. Beneath 
these are the ruins of the pharaoh 
built “Crocodilopolis,” the “City of 
Crocodiles,” later called Arsinoe, and 
the shrine of the sacred crocodile of the 
neighboring Lake Moeris, which was 
then 450 miles In circumference 

This lake held the sacred crocodiles, 
and as each died in turn it was buried 
in one of the 1,500 underground sepul 
chers of the world famed “Labyrinth” 
at hand, side by side with the embalm- 
ed bodies of successive pharnaohs,— 
Philadelphia Ledger. 


THE NAME AMERICA, 
When It Was First Proposed For the 
Newly Found Continent, 

The name of Amertea for the newly 
discovered continent was first proposed 
in the little volume put forth at St. Die, 
in the Vosges, in the year 1507 by 
Waldzeemuller, better known by the 
Hellenized form of his name, Hyla- 
comylus. Three or four editions of this 
treatise were published at St, Die be 
fore 1507, and a few years afterward 
an edition without date was printed at 
Lyons by Jean de la Place, All these 
editions ore of extreme rarity, and 
probably that printed at Lyons is the 
rarest of all, though the library of the 
British museum possesses two coples 
of it. It has never been suggested that 
any maps were engraved to accompa- 
ny either of the editions, but it has al 
ways been supposed that the earliest 
map with the word “America” marked 
on the new found world was the “Ty- 
pus Orbis,” engraved on wood for the 
“Enarrationes Joannis Camertis in © 
Julfi Solin! Polyistora,” printed at Vi- 
enna fn 1820 for Joannes Singrentus 
In this map the new world is represent 
ed as a long island, on which ts the in 
scription: “Anno d, 1407 haee terra cum 
adjacentibus insulis jnventa est per 
Columbum Innuensem ex mandato re 

gis Castelle. America provincia,”

THE STARFISH, 


This Peculiar Crenture Can Neither 
See, Hear Nor Smell, 

Unlike man, the starfish which loses 
one of its “arms,” or properly its rays, 
grows a new one to take its place, Un 
der certain conditions {t grows two to 
take the place of one. A starfish may 
lose all its rays without losing its life 
and very often a cripple with but a sin 
gle ray left is found by fishermen and 
collectors. When completely broken tn 
two the starfish becomes two distinet 
fish, and the growing process contin 
ues. The brittle starfish, It is believed, 
In many instances brenks off its own 
rays at the approach of danger. Tor 
this reason {t is dificult to obtain a per 
fect specimen. 

A starfish can neither see nor 
Neither has It the sense of smell. 
spite of these seeming impediments, 
nevertheless, it seeks and devours {ts 
prey as neatly as an ordinary fish. The 
startish lles upon its prey and folds its 
“arms,” or rays, completely about It 
Then it pushes {ts stomach out through 
its mouth and will wrap even a large 
oyster and shell within the folds of the 
stomach. The mouth of the starfish Is 
in the center ov its rays, 

Some grest ships are today employed 
almost wholly in seeking for starfish 
specimens in deep seas, and there sre 
hundreds of men who spend a portion 
of their time in collecting starfish in 
the interests of science. Many of the 
specimens collected by ships are taken 
from depths of one and even two miles

A fortress spells immobility and dia 
persion We should therefore look 
askance at it until proof is given that 
it has a definite purpose to 
reasoned scheme of strategy 
not allow ourselves to be led away by 
the glamour surrounding a heroic de 
fense, We must look to the end and 
leave panegyrics to poets. We must, 
in short, regard all fortification as an 
auxiliary and nothing more A for. 
tress, becaues it is a fortress and be 
cause {it 13 onrs, is not necessarily an 
advantage and may be the reverse. If 
we gain battles we gain the enemy's 
fortresses; If we lose them he gains 
curs, whether they are in the interior 
or upon the sea. In each ease the lar- 
ger the garrison the greater the disas 
ter. Fortresses, and, in fact, all fortifi 
cations, have never played anything but 
a secondary role in the defense of 
states, and no nation has ever yet been 
saved by them. They can as auxil 
inaries occaslomally assist an army and 
they can ald naval capital, wisely in 
vested and wisely usgd, to bear splen 
did interest, but they can never re 
establish moral superiority when once 
it Is lost nor create it by the virtue at 
taching to its parapets if it does not 
exist. Over the portals of the fortress 
or harbor of refuge should be written 
in the largest and blackest of charac 
ters the words that Dante discovered 
over the gates of hell.—Military Cor 
London Times.

The bottle shakers of France form a 
Fomewhat unique set of expert 
earners 

All the champagne

champagne 

The juice is taken 
cellars and poured int 
Wine remains in 
tober until January

the cuvee, and it stands again until 
April June, when the grent opera- 
tion of filling the bottles takes place. 

First, the bottles are thoroughly test- 
ed and well cleaned. Then the long 
pipes are extended to the bottles from 
the mighty vats that hold the cnuvee, 
and as the bottles are filled, corked and 
Wired they are lowered in baskets to 
the caves below, where they are stack- 
ed 

These bottles are now left from one 
to two years, when they are put in 
small racks, necks downward, and for 
two or three months each bottle is 
given daily a gentle little shake by an 
experfenced workman. In this way the 
sediment is brought gradually to the 
cork and the wine becomes perfectly 
clear. 

One man can shake about 30,000 bot- 
tles In a day. Upon the expertness of 
the shakers depends in large measure 
the quality of the wine.—Philadelphia 
North American.

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EPAULETS. 


Originally Intended as a Protection 
From Sword Cuts, 

It is probable that the epaulet was 
originally intended as a protection to 
the shoulder from sword cuts rather 
than as an ornament. Ever since 1795 
they have been worn by commissioned 
officers of the British navy. According 
to the officer's rank they vary in de 
sign. A sublieutenant wears only one 
composed of gold lace; other ranks two. 
The degree of rank is shown by crowns, 
anchors and stars worked in silver up 
on the epaulets and also by the thick 
ness of the cord of which they are com 
posed. Previous to the Crimean war 
epaulets were worn by both officers 
and men of the army. Here, as in the 
navy, distinction was shown both in 
their texture and design. Those of the 
officer were made of gold braid, while 
with the rank and file they were mere 
ly of worsted.—London Telegraph,

From the Sanny Sonth. 


St. Petersburg, Fla., March 6, 1905. 
Eprror Wonurn JouRNAL: 
Remembering my threat to write you 
after my arrival here, I shall now pro- 
ceed to its fulfillment. To one who has 
been so limited a traveller as myself, it 
jseems almost miracuious to be trans 
| ported in so short a time from the foot, 
} or upwards, of ice and snow to this land 
fof fruit, flowers and warm asunshine. 
his is the warmest day we have seen 


and sitting on the piazza in your shirt 
sleeves, you are glad to draw back into 
the shade The trees bordering the 
street are the palm and palmetto. In 
the front lawn, is a century plant five 
or six feet high and the magnolia and 
other varieties are in sight. From the 
firat streak of light until nightfall, the 
air is full of the sound of birds, with 
the mocking bird easily in the lead. 


Upon a tree opposite the house, I count 
five turkey-buzzards and on the chimney 
top of the next house another is perched. 

rhe town itself fronting upon Tampa 
Bay is n quiet, dreamy sort of place 
and the residents largely partake of the 


sane character. A pair of mules going 
by with a negro driver appear to be 
engaged in a warm rivalry as to whieh 


can move the slower. The county of 
Manatee, in which the town is located, 
is distinctly a fruit producing section 
and we have seen numerous fine groves 
of orange, lemon and grape fruit. It 
seems almost impossible that such a 
weight of fruit can be produced as often 
appears on a single tree. There are also 
well laden cocoanut trees and peach and 
cherry trees are in blossom. 

Although there are no special attrac- 
tions, 1t seems to be a favorite resort, 
many of the Northern people now here 
coming year after year. The climate is 
said to be as equable as any place in 
the State and the fruit growers have not 


been subjected to damage by cold 
weather as in other portions. There are 
numerous hoteis, and nearly all the 


residents let rooms; nevertheless, they 
ire unable to accommodate the appli- 
cants and people are turned away daily 
on that account The Chautauqua As- 
sociation is in session and it is estimated 
that from two to three thousand tourists 


are in the town. It is a popular place 
for fishing; sheep's head, mullet and 
other kinds of smaller fish are being 
caught from the piers, and later the 
Spanish mackerel are taken in large 
numbers By going a few miles by 
boat, larger fish, the sea trout, red fish 


and other kinds weighing from seven to 
twenty-five pounds each may be taken, 
or if these are all too small there is the 
tarpon of two hundred pounds and 
upwards. 

We were over a week coming here, com- 
ing by a combination ot boat and rail 
making brief stops at Wilmington, N. 
©., Charleston, S. C., Savannah, Ga., 
Jacksonville, Palatka, Silver Springs and 


Tampa in this State. We have had an 
opportunity to observe the way the 
ecvlor line is drawn in the South and to 
us the extent to which it Is carried is 
timost ludicrous.

it wasa “Nigger’s necktie’ one that had 
been used in a public hanging. He said 
there was to be one in the course of a 
week at Flockton, a place some six or 
seven miles from there and earnestly 
advised my waiting over to witness it. 
Ove of the most novel and interesting 
sights to the Northerner is what is 
known as the Ocklawaha trip, consisting 
ot @ passage by steamer from Palatka 
to Silver Springs, a distance of one 
hundred and thirty-five miles. The Ock- 
lawaha river is very narrow in places 
uot more than tweuty-five feet in width 
ind is said represent nearly one 
thousand turns or bends running through 
to almost complete wilderness, the sides 
of the stream being a dense forest and 
the trees covered with the parasite 
known as the Spanish moss. Through 
this parrow passage, they run the boat 
which is eighty feet in length and 
vighteen in width. The turns are so 
sharp that it is always striking the trees 
x bank. First the bow bumps against 
bauk or tree and when that difticulty is 


to 


overcome, the chances are good that 
the stern strikes the opposite shore. 
Once during the night we got aground 


tnd it took an bour and a half to get 
clear, There are myriads of large birds 
of the crane species, together with 
fucks, and at short interyals a splash in 
the water indicates the presence of large 
turties or alligators. The source of this 
stream is at Silver Springs derived as 
the name would imply from springs or 
43 some say from an underground river. 
Chey run you out in a boat with a glass 
bottom and you can look down at one 
point eighty-five feet and see the water 
bubbling up through the limestone for-

The Most Interesting In Chateau de 
Ramezay at Montreal, 

To Americans castles are associated 
with tbe storied Rhine, picturesque 
England or France and Spain, but It is 
interesting to be reminded by the St. 
Jobn (P, E, 1.) News that there are a 
number of ancient Canadian castles 
still existing, the chief ones being St. 
Ours, Rimouski, St. Eustache, Lotbint- 
ere, Montibello, Ste. Marie de la Be- 
ance, Vaudreil, Rouyille and, most in 
teresting of all, the Chateau de Rame 
zay at Montreal. The latter was bullt 
in 1765 by Gertrude de Ramezay, at 
that time governor of the district of 
Montreal and knight of the Royal and 
Milltary Order of St. Louis, From him 
was descended the last French govern 
or of Quebec at the time of the capitu- 
lation In 1750. From that time to 1840 
the castle remained in the possession 
of the government and was the resl- 
dence of the French and English gov 
ernors until the capital was traps- 
ferred from Montreal to Quebec. It Is 
now owned by the Antiquarian socle 
ty, which has made of it a museum 
for historical relics of the old regime, 
and as such It possesses much Interest 
for visitors to the one time capital of 
New France.

The fact that sea water contained 
gold was first made patent, we believe, 
by the observation that the deposit on 
the copper plating of jetty piles In sea 
harbors was comparatively rich in the 
precious metal.

wells of living water; we are utterly

mentality or ordinances He can make | 


us whole; He can satisfy our hunger 
and use us to feed the hungry. And 
now we are reminded that we are 
blind, but He can give us sight and 
use us to open the eyes of others. Like 
this man, we were born blind, by na- 
ture children of wrath, dead in sins, 
without Christ, having 
without God (Eph. ti, 3, 5, 12), blinded 
by the god of this world, wretched and 
miserable and poor and blind and na- 
ked (11. Cor. tv, 4; Rey. ili, 17), our lives 
all waste and void and dark, but God, 
who commanded the light to shine out 
of darkness, can shine in the darkest 
heart (Gen. i, 2; II Cor, iv, 6) 

It is to this day a common belief 
that if any one is afflicted there must 
have been some individual sin back of 
it, some reason for the affliction or 
trial, but our Lord's reply on this ocea 
sion indicates the groundlessness of 
such a supposition. While all are sin- 
ners and sin is at the root of all suf 
fering and some suffering may be 
caused by particular individual sin, as 
in the case of the impotent man (John 
vy, 14), yet if parents have blind or 
deaf or dumb or palsied children there 
is no good reason for thinking that 
some special sin on the part of the 
parents Iles back of It. 

The sickness and death of Lazarus, 
the brother of Martha and Mary, and 
all the sorrow of the sisters were for 
the glory of God, that the Son of God 
might be glorified thereby (John xj, 
4). Who would not be willing to be 
material on which the Son of God 
might show His power and work the 
works of Him that sent Him? (Verse 4.) 
Thinking of kim as the Carpenter of 
Nazareth, one has said: “I pray, O 
Master, let me lie as on Thy bench the 
favored wood; Thy plane, Thy saw, 
Thy chisel ply and work me into some 
thing good.” 

He, the living word, is the Iight of 
the world (i, 9; vill, 12; xii, 40); the 
written word which all speak of Him 
is also a light (Ps. cxix, 106, 130), and 
those who are born of the Spirit and 
the word, into whose hearts the light 
has shone, being filled with the Spirit 
and the word, are the light of the 
world because of the life of Jesus 
made manifest In them (Matt. v, 14, 
16). We are nothing and can do noth 
ing apart from Him. He must do it 
all, yet He pleases to use sometimes 
human instrumentality. Is not the 
clay, made of the earth and something 
from His mouth, suggestive of the sin 
ner born by the word of God?

“sent” (verse 7). Being born of God, 
He uses us to open other blind eyes, 
provided we are willing to be washed 
off, to fall back into Him who sends 
and uses us, that He may be glorified. 

We have the treasure in earthen ves 
sels that the excellency of the power 
may be of God and not of us, for we 
are not sufficient to think anything as 
of ourselves, but our sufficiency is of 
God (Il Cor. iv, 7; ti, 5). If we would 
be used of God we must hear Him say, 
“Behold, as the clay is in the potter's 
hand, so are ye in Mine hand,” and we 
must reply, “O Lord, Thou art our Fa- 
ther, we are the clay and Thou our 
potter, and we all are the work of Thy 
hand” (Jer, xvill, 6; Isa, Ixty, 8). The 
least desire on the part of the clay to 
be framed or made anything of may 
prevent our being used, for no flesh 
shall glory in His presence

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THE BROCKTON HORROR. 


At about 8 o’clock last Monday 
morning a boiler in the shoe factory of 
Grover & Co. at Brockton exploded 
with terrible effect on scores of the 
employees and buildings. The men 
and women had just assembled to be- 
gin the day’s work and in a few mo- 
ments after, 55 or 60 of them were 
known to have been killed and as many 
more missing. The building immedi- 
ately caught fire and those of the vie- 
tims whose lives were not lost by the 
falling timbers and debris were burned 
to death, It was one of the most hor- 
rible calamities of the kind that has 
ever occurred in this State. 

So terribly mutilated and burned were 
the bodies of those who lost their lives 
in the awful disaster that only a few of 
them could be identified by families or 
friends. ‘The scene inside and out of 
the burning building was represented 
as heartrending in the extreme. 

The engineer was killed and his 
home nearly wrecked by the flying 
boiler. It has been decided that the 
cause of the accident was a latent de- 
fect in the boiler which could not have 
been discovered by the inspectors ex- 
cept by taking it apart; so that, no 
blame attaches to anyone connected 
with the factory or rests on the shoul- 
ders of the inspectors. 

Many women lost their lives either 
by being crushed by the falling tim- 
bers or burned while pinioned under 
them, and the hard thing about it was 
that no help could reach them ino re 
sponse to their cries for it; the factory 
was on fire and no outside succor could 
pervail to rescue the tortured victims 
from its fury. 

Monday was a sad day tor Brockton. 
Many families lost members, and the 
search for them was a pitiful sight. 
The latest published lists shows that 11 
widows and 14 orphans were made, 
and nearly 60 missing. Probably 
many of the latter lost their lives in the 
burning pit, from which there was no 
possible escape. 

A thorough investigation of the aw- 
ful accident has been determined on, 
and further facts concerning it may be 
brought to light. From present infor- 
mation it is hard to lay the blame for it 
at anybody’s door. 


Peace talk at St. Petersburg, 
hardly above a whisper, is reported by 
newspaper correspondents there and 
feelers on the subject are said to have 
been sent out circuitously for Japan's 
consideration. Russia is too proud to 
make direct overtures to her enemy for 
closing the war; but there exists u 
strong peace party io influential politi 
cal circles, and the masses have had all 
the war with Japan that they care for.

and Representetives in the General 
Court, District Attorneys, Clerks of 
Courts, and County Commissioners. 
The bill meets the approval, so it is 
said, of many of the best minds in the 
Legislature, and bids fair to pass. It 
is correct in principle, in this that the 


will of the people is brought to bear on | 


nominations more directly and effec 
tively than by methods now in vogue, 
and gives wireworkers less facilities for 
playing their games. The farther the 
nominating power is removed from the 
people the greater risk they run of 
having their wills thwarted. 

From a cursory view of it we should 
say the bill is a good one.

the legality of the appointment of Mr 
Wallace G. Parkin to the Board of 
License Commissioners was a supremely 
ridiculous ove.

GRAND CANYON, 
March, 1905 
Environ Wonurn JOURNAL 
Phinking some of our Woburn friends 
may be interested in our journey to the 
Grand Canyon of Arizona, I am taking 
a few moments to describe though very 
inadequately, our trip to what is cer 
tainly one of the greatest wonders of 
this country. We arrived at Williams 
on March 6, at 1.20 p. m. and as the side 
trip to the Canyon could not be made 
until the arrival of the Continental 
Express—already four hours late—there 
was ample opportunity for us to see a 
typical western town. Its salient features, 
liquor shops and gambling places run! 
quite openly, do not appeal to the New 
Bngiand taste and we wore glad to leave 
it at 6.20 en route to the Canyon. The 
road which has recently been completed 
over the old trail is but sixty miles) 
long, but owing to heavy rains the road 
over five 
hours in covering the distance. Soon 
after seven our weary party arrived at 
the hotel, “El Tovar.’’ 
@lhe vext morning found us refreshed 
atter a good night's rest, and eager to 
inspect the wonders of which we had 
heard—among which in passing, might 
be mentioned the hotel itself. “EI 
Tovar’ has just been built by the Fred

| Harvey Co. and is by far the finest hotel 


in this part of the country. When the) 
grounds are cleared up and graded jt| 
will bea spot worth visiting were there | 
no other attractions to draw one to 
Grand Canyon. The manager, Mr. Har- | 
vey, is the originator of the Harvey | 
system of dining rooms operated on the) 
Santa Fe Route—models of their kind. | 
The scarcity of water is one of the dis 

advantages whieh the management have | 
had to overcome. All the water used | 
in the hotel has to be brought over the} 
railroad, 135 miles, and at a cost of $80 | 
per day, yet their supply appears to be | 
ample. | 

This has been an ideal day to see the | 
Canyon, as the sun’s bright rays have | 
brought out to perfection the many} 
varying colors for which it is noted. At) 
9 o'clock this morning the majority of 
our party “took the trail,” as they 
express it here. This means that each 
had a borse or mule, as luck would have} 
it, and that the ladies had to hire divided | 
skirts and ride astride, All the hotel} 
people came ovt to see the start, which 
was rather embarassing for our ladies as 
for some of them it was their initial 
horse-back ride. They rode seven miles 
over one of the most dangerous trails in 
this country; at times so near the edge 
of the cliff that a single mis-step would 
have hurled them on the rocks, perhaps 
a mile below where flows the Colorado 
River. They took their luncheon with 
them, and we are looking forward to 
their return at six, when we expect to 
hear that they have had experiences in 
this one day which will provide for a 
whole lifetime of thought and anecdote. 

Those of us who remained behind 
took carriages and drove three miles to 
a point whence we could obtain the 
most comprehensive view of the Canyon. 
No pep can give you any conception of 
the beauty and grandeur of the scene 
before us then. All were dumb with 
awe, and wheo finally the silence was 
broken, it was with the exclamation, 
“Surely this is the grandest sight in the 
world,”’ 

The Canyon is 217 miles long, 13 miles 
wide, and over a mile deep. It is ful 
of strange formations, in surely all the 
shades of the rainbow among which the 
Colorado river makes its way. Gazing 
on it the thoughtful mind ean but turn 
with reverence to Him who made this 
marvellous world of ours and controls 
its destiny. 

To-morrow morning we leave this 
charming spot in the wilds of Arizona 
for the land of perpetual sunshine, with | 
some regrets but cheered by the assur- 
ance that each day's travelling brings us 
one day nearer our journey’s end.
